SHROUDED In MYSTERY 


Inquest Last igh Failed to 
Throw Much Light on How 
Death Occurred 


The death of Adoiph Krueger, the 
German whose dead body was found | 
in the C.NVR. yards at six o'clock 


yesterday morning, is still a mystery. 
Coroner Forin and a jury heard a 
of evidence at the inquest last 
night, but there was nothing to show 
in exactly what manner deceased 
came to his death, It is believed that 
he was run over by a train during 
witehing operations, but none of the 
train crews saw any person in the vi- 
cinity at any time during the night, 
whether he was accidentally

There was no ostensible reason as 
to why he should commit suicide. He 
was in good financial circumstances. 
He had eighty dollars on his person 
at the time of the accident, and also 
seven hundred dollars in an Edmon- 
ton bank; he had loaned five hund- 
red dollars to a farmer at Hector, 
Minn., according to papers found on 
the body; and he owned a farm in the 
Edmonton district, and lots in Ed- 
monton and North Battleford 


The fact that so much cash was 
found on the body seems to dispose 
of any suggestion of foul play. The 
theory of suicide emanated from the 
evidence of Louis Bear, who had 


roomed with deceased for three weeks, 
aud who said that the dead man, al- 
though formerly of a jocular and 
lively disposition, had recently become 
morose and surly, as though some- 
thing were preying on his mind. De- 
ceased did not drink, and was very 
industrious, 

The last seen of deceased was at 
rooming house on First 
where ne obtained a room 
before eleven o'clock on Sun- 
was then in a some- 
excited condition. He went to 
bed, for the proprietor saw him in 
the act of undressing, but nobody saw 
him leave the house either during the 
night or the next morning. 

He received terrible injuries, His
